At a 10:00 am press conference, Ashtabula 
Area City Schools superintendent Dr. William 
I.icatc announced his decision to consolidate 
Harbor High School and its cross-town rival, 
Ashtabula High. As he did so, he simultaneously 
brought the end of one era and the beginning of 
another. The era of Harbor’s glory would soon 
end — only one year remained in which to enjoy it. 

Students greeted this transition with mixed 
reactions. Most w ere shocked; some w ere excited; 
a few w ere livid. But gradually, students came to 
accept that this would be the last class ever to 
graduate from Harbor’s hallowed halls. 

Eyes soon turned toward the future. Student 
committees comprised of students in grades 9- 1 1 
from both Ashtabula and Harbor soon met to 
decide upon critical factors in the consolidation such 
as the name, colors, and mascot of the new 
combined school. A vote of the underclassmen 
from both schools decided that the new school 
would be Lakeside High, with green and gold for 
the colors and a dragon for the mascot. 

Organizations from the two schools began 
unofficially teaming up for certain community 
events. The bands combined for parades and 
concerts; after the last Harbor- Ashtabula basketball 
game, a dance was held with students from both 
schools. I itde by little, students from both schools 
began to accept the idea of sharing a building with 
students who had once been their bitter rivals. 

So began the “Farew ell Tour” of Mariners. 
As the Class of 2001 said farew ell to the building 
that had harbored them for four years, so would 
the remaining classes be saying it, as well: farewell 
to Mariner spirit, farew ell to tradition, and farew ell 
to the royal purple and gold that had been 
associated with Harbor High School for as long as 
anyone could recall. As the year progressed. 
Harbor students made it clear that they w ould not 
go quietly into the night; instead, they worked as 
hard as they could to ensure that Harbor’s last 
year would be its most memorable.

If the Class of 2001 went back in time about 


108 years, they would be graduating with the first 
class of Harbor High School. Though Harbor 
High wasn’t built until 191 1, students went to the 
“Harbor Special School.” The seven graduates in 
1893 were guaranteed a place in Harbor High 
School history. 

Dr. William E. Warner was hired Superintendent 
of Harbor Special Schools in 1909, a position he 
retained until his death in 1946. He served several 
terms in the state legislature and state senate. 

The Jackson Building was completed in 1891. 
It stood where the “B” Building presendy stands. 
In 1910, Harbor citizens realized a new school 
was necessary. They voted to issue bonds for 
$100,000 to build a three-story brick building of 
22 rooms, fully equipped with auditorium, a large 
gymnasium, and a fine physics and chemistry lab. 

At the dedication of the new high school, a 
speaker stated, “We have a beautiful, modern 
school home. Let us not forget our fathers, 
mothers and friends, whose earnest solicitude, self- 
sacrifice, and unremitting toil have made possible 
this building.” The dedication was on Friday, 
October 11, 1912. It began at 9:30 AM and ended 
with a tour of the school at 7:00 PM. 

Although Harbor High School’s history has 
come to an end, “her fame will never die.”

“I believe it is time to take a 
bold step and provide more 
opportunities for our high 
school students.

Gothic Condensed with Forte as the drop cap, and 
folios are in Hobbit with Busorama Md BT as page 
numbers. Headline fonts include Reindeer SF, Eras 
Contour, Hobbit, and ITC Officina Sans Book. 

Yearbooks were sold for $40 until December, $45 
until April, and $50 until the end of the school year. 
The staff sold approximately $5,000 in advertising, 
which financed the publication along with book sales.
